correcting at least one geometric feature of a head or face area 
displayed in the image of a person. 
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wherein the at least one geometric feature comprises a size and/or shape 
and/or position and/or spatial orientation of the head or face area within 
the image of a person, and 

wherein the at least one reoroduction feature comprises a contrast and/or 
a color distribution and/or a sharpness of the image and/or a brightness 
and/or a grade of staining and/or a measure for the irradiation of the head 

or face area . 

2. (original) Method according to claim 1 , wherein the step of segmenting 
comprises performing a method for object recognition.
